Mr®  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour'  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1973  ° This  is 
the  last  report  of  its  kind  as  the  statutory  requirements  for  such  reports 
end  with  the  repeal  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  on  April  1st, 
1974® 


Previous  reports  included  vital  statistics  from  the  Registrar  General  and 
Office  of  Population  Censuses  and  Surveys  which  are  not  yet  available, 
they  will  be  supplied  at  a later  date®  Figures  quoted  cover  the  period 
January,  1973  to  December,  1973  and  have  been  compiled  by  your  staff  for 
this  report®  This  work  has  been  completed  notwithstanding  the  pressures 
resulting  from  reorganisation  and  moving  offices®  The  number  of  births 
are  those  reported  direct  to  us  as  are  the  number  of  deaths,  it  has  not 
been  possible  in  the  time  to  break  down  the  latter  figures  into  the  causes 
of  death®  Those  concerning  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  cover 
the  same  period® 


The  health  of  the  area  has  remained  good  throughout  the  year® 

The  population  at  December,  1973  was  42,420®  There  have  been  247  births 
and  423  deaths,  subject  to  correction® 


This  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified®  Of  125  cases  of  infection  101  were  measles®  The  immunisation 
programme  against  measles  continues  and  we  could  expect  to  see  a reduction 
in  these  figures  in  the  future®  There  were  five  cases  of  tuberculosis 
this  year,  two  more  than  the  previous  year®  Two  cases  were  discovered 
after  moving  into  the  area® 


Infective  Jaundice  increased  by  four,  totalling  7 altogether® 

Notification  of  food  poisoning  increased  from  3 to  6 this  year®  This  figure 
is  always  suspect  since  so  many  suffer  from  symptoms  who  seek  no  medical 
treatment  and  many  remain  unconfirmed® 


This  is  a rural  area  with  a high  proportion  of  agricultural  land  and  large 
farms®  The  high  standarda  maintained  prevent  the  spread  of  those  diseases 
communicable  from  cattle  to  man®  This  is  supported  by  the  vigilance  of 
veterinary  officers  in  conjunction  with  Public  Health  Inspectors®  Continued 
vigilance  is  necessary  to  prevent  increases  in  incidence  of  Brucellosis  and 
Salmonella  particularly  among  agricultural  workers® 
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The  major  part  of  the  area  is  supplied,  by  public  water  supplies . Private 
sources  of  supply  still  occasionally  give  rise  to  anxiety  when  they  become 
contaminated  from  an  unknown  source 0 

It  is  hoped  that  all  forward  looking  areas  will  in  future  overcome  reluctance 
to  agree  to  increasing  the  flouride  content  of  water  to  a level  which  will 
reduce  dental  decay. 


In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support <> 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr.  Hay  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

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HAMBLEDON  CARE  COMMITTEE  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  CHEST  DISEASES 


The  Committee  met  four  times  between  February,  1973  and  February,  1974  o 

During  the  year  twenty-three  eases  were  referred  to  us  by  Social  Workers, 
both  in  hospital  and  in  the  field,  some  of  these  continue  to  receive 
extra  milk  as  they  have  done  for  many  years  and  others  received  more  than 
one  grant  of  coal  or  sums  of  money  towards  heating.. 

Cases  are  usually  referred  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Adviser  who  consults 
with  the  elected  Chairman  on  cases  as  they  arise 0 Cases  may  be  referred 
by  general  practitioners,  health  visitors  as  well  as  social  workers  and 
help  is  given  to  those  who  are  receiving  treatment  for  conditions  of 
the  heart  and  chest,  ® 

In  July,  1973  the  future  of  the  Care  Committee  was  discussed  and  it  was 
agreed  to  meet  members  of  the  three  other  Care  Committees  who  would 
eventually  become  part  of  the  Waverley  District „ Following  a meeting 
by  all  four  member  Care  Committees  a draft  Constitution  was  drawn  up  and 
eventually  approved  by  all  at  a meeting  in  February,  1974. 

The  Care  Committee  is  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  contributions,  in 
thepast  from  sale  of  seals  and  covenants  generously  donated  by  those 
living  in  each  locality..  Members  of  the  Committee  are  all  volunteers 
as  are  the  staff  who  undertake  administrative  and  clerical  duties .

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  County  Council  continue  to  administer  immunisation  at  their  infant 
welfare  clinics  as  do  general  pract it loners o There  has  been  considerable 
discussion  concerning  immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  diptheria  and 
tetanus,  which  has  not  however  affected  the  programme  advisedo  It  is 
usual  therefore  to  immunise  infants  against  poliomyelitis,  diptheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  one  yearc 
At  sixteen  months  or  slightly  younger  immunisation  against  measles  is 
advised  thus  decreasing  the  number  of  cases  in  infants  and  young 
children 0 Immunisation  against  german  measles  is  now  offered  as  routine 
to  those  who  have  not  been  infected,  particularly  girls  and  young  teacher 
training  candidates 0 B.C.G®  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  Schools 
Health  Service  at  the  age  of  thirteen  upwards o It  is  offered  to  children 
both  at  State  and  Private  schools 0 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  District  is  supplied  to  the  east  arid  centre  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Board 
and  in  the  west  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Boards  Regular  analysis  of  the 
supplies  have  been  carried  out  and  found  to  be  satisfactory® 

There  are  still  a number  of  private  supplies  in  the  area  the  more  important 
of  which  are  as  under®  The  total  number  of  samples  taken  in  3 973  was  46®

The  private  supplies  cause  a certain  amount  of  anxiety  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  from  time  to  time  as  their  sources  are  liable  to  contamination 
and  no  special  arrangements  are  provided  for  ensuring  that  the  water  is 
safe  to  drink® 

The  general  background  of  the  supplies  is  similar  in  that  they  used  to 
provide  water  for  large  estates  which  were  outside  the  supply  area  of 
various  small  water  companies®  Private  sources  were  found  and  water  was 
supplied  to  the  main  house  and  cottages  of  the  estate  employees®  The 
estates  have  been  broken  up  and  the  cottages  sold  off® 

Connections  have  been  made  to  the  mains  laid  to  replace  Keffoids  supply  in 
the  Grayswood  district  and  Furnace  Place,  Anstead  Brook,  Chiddingfold  area® 
Problems  in  these  districts  are  much  relieved® 

Other  extensions  to  improve  pressure  in  small  mains  are  under  consideration 
in  Bramley  and  Wanersho  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  main  to  improve  the 
supply  at  Willinghurst  and  Lapscombe  has  not  yet  been  laid,  but  discussion 
to  overcome  difficulties  are  in  hand® 

The  closest  co-operation  with  the  water  board  requesting  extensions  of 
supply,  particularly  where  pressure  is  poor  or  mains  too  small,  is 
maintained®

There  is  also  a Mini-Bus  stationed  at  Blunden  Court,  Bran-ley, 

Since  March,  1972  a Chiropody  service  has  been  operating  at  the  Chiropody  Room, 
provided  by  the  Council,  adjoining  the  Good  Neighbour  House,  No.  17,  Springhaven, 
Elsteado  The  Council  also  provided  the  equipment®

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  was  collected  weekly  throughout  the  District  during  the  year®  Tne 
use  of  plastic  sacks  is  now  well  established  and  there  were  very  few 
complaintso  Some  householders  still  persist  in  filling  their  sacks  with 
lawn  mowings « hedge  trimmings  and  weeds  which  cannot  be  collected  as 
household  refuse® 

The  number  of  requests  for  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse  and  old 
cars  continues  to  increase 0 During  the  year  180  special  collections  were 
made  and  75  old  cars  collected. 

A free  collection  of  balky  items,  from  the  kerbside,  over  a period  of  2 
years  was  completed  in  March®  The  service  was  much  appreciated  and  a 
second  tour  of  the  district  was  started  in  April®  This  time  it  is  hoped 
to  complete  in  one  year  by  the  end  of  March,  1974®  The  success  of  the 
operation  depends  upon  the  speed  of  removal  and  the  co-operation  of 
householders  in  patting  items  on  the  kerbside  to  assist  collection® 

In  anticipation  of  the  amalgamation  with  neighbouring  authorities  to 
form  the  new  district  of  Vaverley  in  April,  19?4,  there  has  been  an 
interchange  of  vehicles  and  men  which  has  proved  to  be  beneficial  to 
all  authorities  concerned,  and  a basis  for  a smooth  transfer  after 
amalgamation® 

Increasing  use  was  made  of  the  amenity  bays  at  Cranleigh  and  Wit ley  for 
the  disposal  of  unwanted  refuse  and  cars,  especially  at  weekends® 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Cranleigh,  the  refuse 
collected  in  the  Western  part  of  the  district  being  reloaded  at  Witley 
Depot  and  transferred  to  Cranleigh,  a journey  of  some  ten  miles  each 

way® 

Some  depositing  of  litter  throughout  the  district  is  still  carried  on, 
tut  this  is  now  less  than  in  previous  years  and  the  improvement  in  the 
refuse  collection  service,  the  provision  of  Civi©  Amenity  Bays  and 
special  collections  together  with  the  Anti-Litter  Campaign  appears  to 
have  brought  about  an  improvement  in  this  respect® 


CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 

Hie  cleansing  of  cesspools  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year®  During  the  year  the  main  sewer  for  parts  of  Dockenfield, 
Frensharn  and  Tilford  became  available  and  many  connections  were  made® 

The  effect  was  to  reduce  demand  on  the  emptying  service®  During  the  year 
5516  emptyings  were  carried  out  and  this  compares  with  over  6000  for 
the  previous  3 years®  There  is  no  doubt,  as  in  previous  similar 
circumstances,  the  demand  for  emptying  will  gradually  build  up  once  more®
